All numismatists have 
their own story about what 
attracts them to the hobby. 
For Richard, the owner of 
the Naples Bay Collection, 
the attraction began at a 
young age when, as the 
youngest of four boys 
, in southern Georgia, 
he Bok up coin collecting as a shared interest 
with his father, Philip. The two shared many 
interests, including reading, music, stamp 
collecting, the outdoors, hiking, and making 
trails on their properties, but it was perhaps 
their shared interest in gold that inspired their coin 
collections more than anything else. Likewise the 
personality traits they had in common, such 
as being independent thinkers and shrewd 
investors, served them well as collectors. 
Being successful investors allowed both 
father and son the means to pursue quality 
while collecting, which in and of itself was 
a successful investment strategy. The vast 





majority of the collection was assembled between 

the late 1950s and the early 1980s, largely from auctions by 
Stacks, or by way of visits to our New York store. Harvey 
Stack was a personal guest to their lovely Georgia home 
many years ago, and was treated to tours of the grounds, 
just as members of our staff were when picking up the 
collection for auction. 


Both father and son were 
creative and inventive. Philip 
attended MIT as a special 
student in Organic Chemistry 
before joining a Pennsylvania 
firm as a research chemist. 
While with that company he 
received two patents. During 
World War II he was engaged 
in research to improve the 
accuracy and longevity of rifle 
and machine gun barrels. Outside of his professional life, 
he was an accomplished flautist, sometimes playing in a 
symphony orchestra along with his wife in the early years 
of their marriage. 
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Richard was a true artist and brought 
his creative skills to all aspects of his 
life. After graduating from Yale with a 
Master's degree in Studio Art, he taught 
for several years in the art department 
at the University of Georgia. His art 
displayed a remarkable range of painting, 
drawing, and etching styles over the years. 
He designed the three unique homes that he 
lived in, and a prize-winning coin. As an artist, 
he was fascinated by the designs and toning of 
"coins. He enjoyed studying them under 
—)&% raking light, which allowed him to see 
~> \ the tiny shadows cast by the relief of 

_ the designs. 


Richard's father, Philip, had con- 
centrated on early American coins from 
the 1800s and, as noted above, had the 
resources to build a collection that included not 

only quantity but also rarity, a characteristic most 

notable in the selection of early gold half eagles 
and eagles; among the latter the collection includes 
the very rare 1795 9-leaf variant. His son was also 
interested in high quality, high value coins, but was equally 
attracted by pieces that were unusual and historic, or that 
he found aesthetically pleasing. Morgan dollars were also 
a favorite, with several purchases of rare Carson City coins 
in quantity, yielding many specimens that exhibit superb 
quality by today’s standards. 


The Naples Bay Collection, named for a place where 
Richard spent some of his childhood years (along with 
Georgia and Delaware), reflects the 
interests and connoisseurship of ¥¢ 
two generations of collectors from (f% 
this family, and will be a great 
attraction for numismatists who 
appreciate high quality coins with 
exceptional artistic appeal. 










Steven Studer October 14, 1952 to March 5, 2020 


Steven Studer was born in 
Canton, Ohio to Paul and Julie 
Studer. He developed a love for the 
outdoors early in life, a passion that 
was fueled by involvement in the 
Boy Scouts, an activity he greatly 
enjoyed, eventually becoming an 
Eagle Scout. Other early interests 





included learning to fly, achieving 
his first solo flight on his 16th birthday in 1968. He was also 
fascinated by the ways of American Indians, and traveled to 
numerous Pow Wows across the country. 


After high school Steve joined the United States Army, 
serving with the B Troop, 3rd Squadron, 7th Calvary in 
Germany during the Vietnam War. Afterward he joined the 
Army Reserve and served in the Gulf War, which led to his 
retirement as a Master Sargent. 


After returning from his service in Germany he moved 
to Montana where he built a small home on the side of a 


mountain on 40 acres in the Nye/Fishtail area. He earned 
a masters degree in education from the Eastern Montana 
College. For years Steve also served as a proud member of 
the Nye Volunteer Fire Department. 


Steve was a unique individual who lived his life on 
his own terms. He had great respect for the environment, 
choosing to have a simple life where he lived off the land. 
He had a strong interest in history, especially that of the 
Civil War. He was also passionate about rare coins and his 
extensive collection. He would travel throughout the United 
States to numismatic auctions in pursuit of rare coins for his 
collection. He was a member of the Liberty Seated Collectors 
Club and was fascinated by the coinage of the New Orleans 
branch mint. 


Sadly Steve was killed in a tragic car accident, while 
returning from the ANA National Money Show in Atlanta.

Welcome to our November 2020 Showcase Auction catalog, 
which features several impressive cabinets that are being offered 
to collectors for the first time in decades. I am delighted to report 
that the coin collecting market remains vibrant and bidders are 
enthusiastic. With strong results in our auctions since the start of 
2020, it is clear that numismatics continues to provide an enjoyable 
pursuit for so many collectors! 


The Naples Bay Collection is a magnificent group of United 
States type coins that was assembled in the 1950s through the 
1980s and has been held privately since. It showcases some of 
the most iconic rarities from the early U.S. Mint, as well as from 
the later Morgan dollar, Saint-Gaudens double eagle and Classic 
commemorative series. Highlights featured in this catalog include 
a Choice Proof 1796 Myddleton token in silver, a Choice EF 1795 
Flowing Hair half dollar, a Choice AU 1889-CC Morgan dollar, a 
lustrous 1808 half eagle, and a Gem 1914-D Saint-Gaudens $20. 
Further items from the Naples Bay Collection will be offered in 
our December 2020 Showcase auction. 


The Monterrey Collection was also built over the second half 
of the 20th century and is now coming to market for the first time 
in a generation. It features a complete set of Proof Morgan dollars 
that was previously housed in a Capital Plastics frame, as well as an 
array of iconic type coins and key-dates. Presented in the following 
pages are a bold AU 1916 Standing Liberty quarter, Gem Cameo 
Proof 1899 and 1890 Morgan dollars, an AU 1803/2 Capped Bust 
Right $5, and many others. 


A virtually complete set of Morgan and Peace silver dollars 
from the Abigail Collection includes more than two dozen 
Proofs. Formed many decades ago and stored in individual paper 
envelopes, the Abigail Collection is entirely new to the market 
and has only just been evaluated by the modern grading services. 
Among its many highlights will be found a Choice VF 1893-S 
Morgan dollar, a Gem Proof 1901 dollar, and Gem examples of the 
1921 and 1934-S Peace dollar. 


The Collection of Steve Studer showcases New Orleans Mint 
rarities of the Liberty Seated type and gold coins from the Liberty 
Head series. An interesting group of pattern and territorial die 
trials is offered from the Samuel J. Berngard Collection. A selection 
of numismatic artwork and Mint medals is presented from the 
Collection of Leonard Augsburger, co-author of The Secret History 
of the First U.S. Mint. Included are several renditions of the iconic 
painting Ye Ole Mint; each of these will certainly be a showpiece in 
the office or library of a passionate numismatist. 

Alongside these cabinets, our November 2020 Showcase 
auction presents additional diverse treasures including a silver 
teapot by Ephraim Brasher of doubloon fame, a 1783 Chalmers 
sixpence with provenance back to 1867, a sharp key-date 1901-

S Barber quarter, a pair of Superb Gem 1972-D and 1976-D 
Eisenhower dollars and a sharp AU 1861-C Liberty Head $5. Be 
sure to peruse the entire catalog to view these highlights and many 
others.

1559 Philip II/Treaty of Cateau-Cambresis Medal. Cast Bronze. 
After G. Poggini. Betts-3, Boerner-685, Pax in Nummis-13. Choice 
Extremely Fine. 38 mm. 26.64 grams. Obv: Armored and draped 
bust left. Rev: Pax, standing right before temple of Janus with closed 
doors, holding cornucopia and lighting fire to pile of arms with torch. 
A later cast of this engaging type, the present specimen offers warm 
brown surfaces with just a small degree of light handling upon the 
high points. A great overall peace treaty type, commemorating the 
end of the Habsburg- Valois War in 1559.

Undated Marriage of Philip II & Anna of Austria Medal. Cast 
Silver. After G. Poggini. Betts-8, Boerner-689. About Uncirculated. 
38 mm. 38.34 grams. Obv: Armored and draped bust of Philip 
left. Rev: Armored bust of Anna right, wearing ruffled collar. An 
interesting and engaging later cast of the original medal from ca. 
1571, this pleasingly toned example offers great detail and bold relief. 
Some chasing is noted in the fields, and the edges have been worked 
a bit—aspects which are consistent with such casts. Quite RARE and 
highly attractive.

Undated Marriage of Philip I] & Anna of Austria Medal. Cast 
Bronze. After G. Poggini & J. Jonghelinck. Betts-8, Boerner-689. 
About Uncirculated. 38 mm. 19.92 grams. Obv: Armored and draped 
bust of Philip left. Rev: Armored bust of Anna right, wearing ruffled 
collar. Another later casting of this popular marriage type, featuring 
the king of Spain and his fourth and final wife, Anna of Austria, who 
was also has niece. Some light work in the fields as well as the edges is 
noted, and is rather typical of these issues.

Undated Philip II/Colonial Trade Medal. Cast Bronze. After G. 
Poggini. Betts-12, Boerner-Unlisted, Attwood-1083. Choice Very 
Fine. 39 mm. 28.53 grams. Obv: Armored and draped bust left. Rev: 
Female figure emblematic of colonial trade advancing left, holding 
the world in her hands; at a distance to left, three Spanish ships to be 
filled; to right, indigenous natives and llama. Deep brown surfaces 
with some lighter highlights. This rather interesting type celebrates 
the success of colonial trade for Spain, still in its opening century in 
the New World. Here, colonialism is literally presenting the world to 
Spain — a rich exploit that would continue for the next few hundred 
years.

Undated (ca. 1594-1596) Commerce of West Frisia and 
Holland Medal. Betts-16, Van Loon I:pg. 488, var. Silver. MS- 
61 (NGC). 49 mm. 57.26 grams. This handsome piece exhibits 
intermingled blushes of tannish-silver to dominant pearl gray 
patina. A touch of softness to a few isolated peripheral features 
is noted, but the overall impression is bold, and the busy and 
dramatic design is fully appreciable. This medallic double taler 
commemorates the first commercial expedition to Brazil. Van

1599 Capture of St. Tomas / Victories of the Argo Medal. Betts-20, 
Van Loon I, 519. Copper. EF-45 (PCGS). 29.1 mm. This warmly 
toned copper-brown example is sharply defined overall with the 
design fully appreciable. Isolated portions of the denticulation are 
absent from less-than-perfect centering, although this feature is 





Loon provides the date 1596 which, however, is not part of the 
design. This is only the second example of the type that we can 
recall handling, the first being the Ford XIII:672 specimen in 
gilt silver that most recently reappeared in our August 2012 
Philadelphia ANA Auction.

mentioned solely for accuracy. Also easily forgiven is moderate 
roughness to the texture, as there are no marks or other singularly 
distracting blemishes. The obverse inscription EN ALTERA QVAE 
VEHAT ARGO (see what the second Argo carries) likens the Dutch 
sailors to Jasons Argonauts from Greek mythology. 
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1674 French Victory at Martinique Medal. Betts-48, Van Loon 
III, 148. Bronze. MS-64 BN (PCGS). 40.8 mm. Rims beveled and 
filed, as made. A lovely impression from these dies, both sides are 
fully defined with appreciable semi-reflective tendencies in the fields 
that are evident as the medal dips into a light. The obverse is toned in 
light golden-olive with iridescent pink and powder blue undertones, 
while the more boldly patinated reverse is dressed in medium brown 
with pale golden-blue undertones. The obverse is double struck, most 
evident at the peripheral lettering, with two cracks at left: from the 
border through the letters OV in LUDOVICUS, and curving through 
the field and hair below the letters LUDO in the same word. The letter 
N in CHRISTIANISSIMUS is partially filled at right by chipping 
of the die. This is Obverse C of the type, the die state of the present 
example similar to that of Ford XHI:708, slightly earlier than that of 
Ford XIII:710, in which sale we (Stack’s) offered multiple specimens of 
Betts-48. Smooth in hand with eye appeal to spare. 


One of the Windward Islands in the West Indies, Martinique was first 
charted by Columbus in 1493, although not settled by the Spanish. 
The French under Pierre Belain d Esnambuc landed on the island on 
September 15, 1635 after having been driven out of St. Kitts by the 
British. The island was claimed for France, which successfully fended 
off two British invasions in 1666 and 1667 during the Second Anglo- 
Dutch War. The Treaty of Breda that ended that conflict guaranteed 
the island for France, but the wars for empire in the New World were 
far from over. In 1674, during the Third Anglo-Dutch War (part of the 
larger Franco-Dutch War of 1672 to 1678) a Dutch fleet under Admiral 
Michael Adriaenszoon de Ruyter attempted an invasion of Martinique. 
Commanding from his flagship De Zeven Provincien, De Ruyter led 
an imposing force including 18 warships and 3,400 soldiers. Delays 
imposed by the weather prevented De Ruyter’s speedy approach to 
the island, giving the French time to increase their defenses. Unable to 
enter the harbor due to these defenses, De Ruyter's fleet was prevented 
from adequately supporting the Dutch soldiers, which were repelled 
by the outnumbered French after suffering heavy losses. This medal, 
the reverse design of which shows Martinique marveling at the wreck 
of Dutch ambitions for the island, commemorates the decisive French 
victory in this encounter. 
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1676 French Colony at Cayenne Retaken Medal. Betts-50, Van 
Loon III, 188. Bronze. MS-64 BN (PCGS). 40.8 mm. Rims beveled 
and filed, as made. Handsome olive-brown obverse toning with 
intermingled blushes of brick-red, the reverse is more boldly toned 
in medium brown. Both sides are satiny and smooth with appreciable 
semi-reflective qualities evident in the fields when the medal is viewed 
at direct lighting angles. Struck from Obverse C of the Betts-48 type, 
the same as the specimen offered above in this sale, this piece in a 
later die state with the cracks at left sharper and more advanced. The 
French colony at Cayenne had been seized by the Dutch in 1675, 
but on December 17, 1676, 800 men under Victor-Marie d’Estrees 
recaptured it in a night assault after a request for surrender had been 
refused.

1701 Proclamation of Philip V in Mexico Medal. Betts-89, Van 
Loon IV, 327, Gr-PV-1, Med-2, Her-6. Cast Silver. AU Details— 
Repaired (PCGS). 32.87 mm. 15.49 grams. Sharply defined on the 
obverse, the reverse is somewhat softer — typical of the type, see 
below — yet still suitably bold. Medium silver-gray surfaces are 
relatively smooth in hand, but closer inspection with a loupe reveals 
light pin scratches and evidence of smoothing in the obverse field 
that helps to explain the PCGS qualifier. A royal decree was sent to 
the Noble and Loyal City of Mexico directing them to proceed with 
proclamation ceremonies for King Philip V. In compliance with the 
decree, the Viceroy of Mexico City stated in a letter dated March 12, 
1701, that the proclamation ceremonies would commence as soon as 
possible. The festivities began April 4 with more than 500,000 pesos 
spent on the festival. The prototype of this medal traces back to the 
1700 Philip V proclamation of Cadiz (VQ-12899). The obverse of the 
1700 Cadiz proclamation was used to produce the obverse mold with 
only the final digit in the date being changed to a 1. The reverse mold 
was created locally in Mexico City, accounting for its debasement in 
style and lettering. Generations of this basic casting were also used for 
the 1701 medal of Veracruz Grove-PV-9, as well as the later Mexico 
City medal of Luis I Grove-LI-2. Considered to be the first medal of 
Mexico.

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1736 Jernegan’s Cistern Medal. Betts-169, Eimer-537, MI II:72. 
Silver. MS-63 (PCGS). 38 mm. Iridescent highlights of golden- 
apricot, powder blue and olive enhance otherwise dominant pearl gray 
patina on both sides of this lovely piece. A sharply struck, modestly 
semi-reflective specimen with strong visual appeal. The Jernegan’s 
Cistern was a massive vase of wrought silver that proved impossible to 
sell and was disposed of by lottery. Some early American coin dealers 
tried to link this medal to the division of the Colony of Carolina into 
North and South, no doubt seeking aid in their bid from the inclusion 
of palmetto trees in the reverse design. In reality, however, the medal 
had no such intent. Approximately 30,000 examples were produced 
and distributed to purchasers of lottery tickets, who paid five or six 
shillings for their entry.

“1763” (1762) Capture of the Morro Castle in Havana, Cuba Medal. 
Betts-443, Eimer-704. Bronze. Unc Details—Cleaned (PCGS). 52 
mm. Mottled steely-copper patina drifts over otherwise autumn- 
brown surfaces. A touch of glossiness to the texture does little more 
than explain the PCGS qualifier, the in hand appearance smooth and 
quite pleasing overall. Boldly double struck on the reverse, which 
feature is most dramatically seen along the right half of the exergual 
line below the harbor scene depicting the final assault on Morro 
Castle. A classic among Betts medals of the French and Indian War 
era, offered here in relatively appealing Mint State preservation.

1758-1759 British-American Victories Medal Muling. Betts-419. 
Brass. MS-63 (PCGS). 43 mm. Warmly toned in olive and gray-brown, 
both sides retain traces of original brassy-gold color in the protected 
areas around some of the design elements. Sharply to fully struck with 
a hard, satiny texture that is only a few faint carbon spots away from 
an even higher Choice Mint State rating. One of the most popular of 
the French and Indian War medals, this Betts number combines the 
celebratory reverses of Betts-416 and Betts-418 into a single medal 
listing the major British victories of the two busiest years of the Seven 
Years War. American battles noted include Niagara, Crown Point, 
Quebec, Frontenac and Louisbourg. 





Americans tend not to think of the Caribbean as a front in this 
conflict. In fact, it became the focus of it after the fall of Canada, 
with the best military resources North America and England had to 
offer pouring into Havana after Spain entered the war on the side of 
France. This medal depicts the loss of the main Spanish fortress in 
Havana, the Morro Castle. In the scene depicted on the reverse, the 
powder magazine of the fort explodes, carrying Spanish soldiers high 
into its mushroom cloud. The AU example in the Adams Collection 
brought $3,450.

1763 Treaty of Hubertusburg Medal. Betts-446. Silver. AU-58 
(PCGS). 44.5 mm. Endearing near-Mint quality for this popular peace 
medal from the American colonial era. Both sides are richly toned 
in dominant pewter-gray patina with warm olive-russet highlights 
enhancing the protected areas along the borders and around the 
design elements, especially on the obverse. Sharply struck with a satin 
to modestly semi-reflective finish. As the Seven Years War (1756 to 
1763) drew to an end, the Treaty of Paris closed the tensions that 
defined the American theater of conflict (known in the colonies as the 
French and Indian War), while the Treaty of Hubertusburg wrapped 
up loose ends among the European combatants soon thereafter.

Undated (ca. 1783) Captain James Cook Memorial Medal. 
Betts-553. MS-64 BN (PCGS). 43.2 mm. Sandy olive and gray-brown 
patina to both sides, the surfaces retain faint remnants of faded orange- 
apricot color in the protected areas around the design elements. Fully 
struck and smooth in hand, a bit more vibrancy to the surfaces may 
have secured a full Gem Mint State grade from PCGS. Medals of this 
type were struck at the behest of the Royal Society, whose members 
had unanimously elected Cook a fellow before his untimely death at 
the hands of native Hawaiians. The Royal Society awarded Cook the 
Copley gold medal for his work keeping his crew healthy and free of 
scurvy; his paper on the subject included inferences that fresh fruit 
and beer could prevent the disease, ideas that were revolutionary at 
the time. The Royal Society commissioned this medal to be engraved 
by Lewis Pingo and had 13 examples struck in gold, 289 in silver, 
and 500 in bronze. Undoubtedly only a tiny percentage of the bronze 
specimens remain in the condition offered here, making this piece 
worthy of the attentions of both the curious and advanced collectors 
of the series.

1778 German Peace Medal. Betts-560. White Metal with Copper 
Scavenger. MS-63 (NGC). 38.4 mm. A choice specimen of this 
fascinating German medal struck during the American Revolution. 
Light pewter-gray surfaces exhibit wisps of olive, sandy-gold and pale 
russet that are more prevalent on the reverse. The scavenger, nicely 
positioned near 6 oclock, has kept this piece free of corrosion and 
remains fairly red. Exceptionally smooth overall with no significant 
marks, surprising for a piece produced in such a soft composition. 
Sharply struck throughout with faint traces of prooflike reflectivity 
evident in the fields as the surfaces dip into a light. This piece was 
struck as a medallic commentary on the state of war that existed over 
much of the globe in 1778, North America included. This is our first 
offering of a Mint State example in recent years, a rare find for the 
advanced collector that is worthy of the strongest bids.

1780 Admiral George Brydges Rodney, Spanish Defeated Medal. 
Betts-Unlisted, BHM-225, var., Milford-Haven 378, var. Silver.

Sharply struck with generally wispy handling 
marks precluding a Choice Mint State grade, although accuracy 
compels us to mention a couple of thin grazes in the upper obverse field 
close to the ships rigging. This is a fascinating medal, commemorating 
the arrival of Jacob Van der Wint and his sailboat De Roode Roos (the 
Red Rose) at the Doggersbank in the North Sea, where the Dutch 
fishing fleet lay unaware that England had just declared war on the 
Netherlands. Van de Wint (also spelled Van de Windt) was something 
of a Dutch Paul Revere, letting the fishermen know that the British 
were coming and allowing them to return safely to port in January 
1781. John W. Adams has discovered that this medal is actually known 
with two different reverses. This specimen uses what he calls “Reverse 
2, identical to two Ford specimens and easily identifiable by the letter 
A in A.V.B. left of the digit 7 in the date 1781. The other variety, where 
the A is under the 7, was used to strike the LaRiviere and Adams 
specimens that we have also handled in past sales.

44.5 mm. A challenging type offered in exceptional Choice Mint 
State preservation. Iridescent olive-apricot toning is boldest around 
the obverse periphery, the overall appearance largely one of brilliant 
silver-gray. Prooflike fields support satiny, smartly impressed design 
elements, the entire package free of all but a few wispy handling marks 
that are easily forgiven. Betts-587 is a superb medallic memorial to one 
of the highest ranking casualties of the 1781 Battle of Doggersbank, the 
captain of the ship Batavier, who was injured by a cannonball during 
the battle and later died of his wounds. The dies by Johann Georg 
Holtzhey, the leading Dutch medalist of his generation, show a wealth 
of fine detail. 


John Adams wrote to Congress from Amsterdam on August 18, 1781, 
to report on the casualties of the Battle of Doggersbank, a week before 
Baron Bentinck died of his wounds. Bentinck was elevated in rank to 
rear admiral before his death, and he finally perished on August 24. This 
medal was struck shortly thereafter. Today, Betts-587 is significantly 
more difficult to find than several of the other Doggersbank 
medals. A fitting tribute to a hero of the Fourth Angle-Dutch War, a 
contemporaneous conflict to the American Revolutionary War.

Dusted with pale silver-gray 
iridescence, this engaging piece allows ready appreciation of a highly 
reflective finish in the fields as the surfaces dip into a light. Sharply 
struck and free of singularly mentionable handling marks. ‘The Battle 
of Doggersbank was a naval engagement fought in the North Sea on 
August 5, 1781, between the Dutch and English. It was part of the 
Fourth Anglo-Dutch War, another component of the same global war 
of which the American Revolution was a part. The Dutch, with 17 
ships led by Admiral John Arnold Zoutman, battled to a draw with 
the English, whose 19 ships were led by Admiral Keith Stewart. While 
there was “no decisive result according to the English authorities,’ per 
the editors of Betts, the new Dutch navy saw their battle as a major 
victory against the most powerful navy in the world. 


As described by Betts, the obverse of this medal shows “two full rigged 
ships, Dutch and English, stern on, in action” with flags flying. In the 
style of late 18th century cartoons, the words HOEZEE! DE BRIT 
RUIMT ZEE or “Hurray! Britain abandons the sea” fly from the Dutch 
vessel over the British ship. The exergue indicates the date of the battle, 
while the reverse has a rhyme which translates to “Oh Batavians, God 
sustains your right; Zoutman, by his heroic valor, has restored the 
honor of the free flag, and overcome arrogance in battle.” This populist 
sentiment recalls the previously noticed Admiral Zoutman, who 
commanded the Dutch vessels at the battle and became a Dutch hero 
on the order of Britain's admirals Vernon and Rodney. An interesting 
and scarce type.

Border. Cobb-9, DeWitt 1789-9, Baker-1003. Brass. Fine, Bent. 
34 mm. Heavily bent, but otherwise a very choice example of this 
desirable button. Glossy olive-brown with some lighter brassy surface 
still remaining in some of the recesses of the design. With the original 
shank intact and only very lightly worn at the time of its loss, probably 
in the 1790s. While imperfect in terms of condition, pieces like this 
with archaeological context and relatively good quality are very rare, 
indeed. Most ground finds are rough and decidedly unattractive. 
This is the exact variety plated in the Rulau-Fuld revision of Baker, 
with distinctive raised lumps on the reverse. 


According to our consignor, this button was found in Philadelphia 
in 1975 at the site of construction of a section of the Interstate 95 


highway. Construction of this section began in 1974 as part of the 
preparations for the city for the upcoming Bicentennial in 1976. This 
portion of the road was constructed below grade so as not to obstruct 
view of the port on the Delaware River from Front Street. While 
excavating for this section of road contractors unearthed one of the 
largest finds of colonial and early federal era artifacts in Philadelphia's 
history. Since Philadelphia had no archaeological organization in 
the mid 1970s, anyone was able to come to the construction site 
and dumps and excavate for artifacts, which they could keep. Our 
consignor visited the site several times in late 1974 and throughout 
1975, during one of which excavations he discovered the Washington 
Inaugural button offered here. Other finds include a partial Rosa 
Americana penny, which is also being offered in this sale.

ancient cleaning. Several carbon spots, some also with verdigris, are 
noted for the obverse, reverse with a large spot at the upper left border 
that laps onto the edge. Rulau identifies a particular maker of these 
electrotypes, George Segebaden ca. 1880, but it is perfectly possible 
others made electrotypes in the same era as well. The technology 
became popular in the 1850s, right about when this medal was first 
struck. Rulau calls Segebaden’s work “very deceptive, but eminently 
collectible,’ an accurate portrayal of this piece.

Very rare and 
one of only 15 examples struck in this composition, per the Rulau- 
Fuld reference on Washingtoniana. The Rulau-Fuld reference lists 
copper impressions from these dies as Baker-583E, although Musante 
(incorrectly) catalogs them as Baker-583F.

Historically Significant Pioneer Baseball Club Medal by J.A. Bolen 
A Silvered Tin Example

richly and originally toned in steel gray, the protected areas 
around the design elements revealing lighter antique silver. 
Sharply struck throughout with a soft satin texture to the finish. 
This historically significant issue is not only Bolenss first medal, 
but Musante (2002) asserts that it may also be the first medallic 
commemoration of baseball as we know it today. The Pioneer 
Baseball Club was organized on April 30, 1858 in Springfield, 
Massachusetts, their first official game following on July 4 of that 
year. Rising to success in Massachusetts, by the fall of 1860 they

had defeated all other teams for the unofficial title of champion 
baseball club of the state. To commemorate this achievement, 
team member Charles Vinton commissioned Bolen to cut dies 
for the medal type represented here. Whether this was done 
at Vinton’s personal request or on behalf of the entire team 
is unknown, although it seems likely that Vinton was acting 
on behalf of the latter in his capacity as secretary of the club. 
Musante (2002) notes that 125 tin impressions were produced 
from these dies, this being only the second silvered example that 
your cataloger has handled. 





expertly preserved surfaces. JAB-30 is one of the most popular Bolen 
store cards for its fine replication of the famous Libertas Americana 
design. In 1872, the Libertas die was sold to John W. Kline, who used 
it for his own store cards. The portrait die, however, is said to have 
been destroyed by Bolen, removing the possibility of restrikes of this 
variety. Just 16 were reported struck in copper.

Extremely Rare Edward Sawyer American Indian Portrait Medal

1912-1913 Portrait Medal of Native American Sunka-Hanska- 
Oglala-Sioux. Uniface. By Edward Sawyer. Lead-Backed 
Bronzed Copper Galvano. As Made. 71 mm. Obv: Bust left 
with name SUNKA - HANSKA - OGLALA - SIOUX around, 
inscription MANDERSON / SO. DAKOTA / 1912 at lower left, 
artist's signature SAWYER at right border behind portrait. Rev: 
Blank with small piece of felt backing attached with glue. Edge: 
Encircled C and date 1913 just before 6 oclock. Sunka-Hanska 
means Long Dog, and he was also known as “Crazy Jack,’ a 
perhaps surprising moniker for so prominent a tribe member. 
The Moose Jaw Public Library has a circa 1900 photograph of 
Sunka-Hanska and states that he “apparently lived from 1860 
to 1917 


This medal is part of Sawyer’s American Indian series, and it may 
have served as inspiration for the obverse of James Earle Fraser's 
famous Buffalo nickel introduced in 1913. The artist created a 
truly memorable medallic series, living among Western tribes 
and modeling about 42 pieces. Sawyer, a student of Hermon 
A. MacNeil of Standing Liberty quarter fame, was awarded 
the ANS Saltus medal. A critical aspect of his achievement in 
producing this series was gaining the confidence of his subjects. 
The bond of trust may explain why he did not have examples 
produced for sale. 


Indeed, these pieces were produced only as galvanos, by 
Medallic Art Company in New York. An incomplete set was 
donated by the artist to the Smithsonian Institution, and small 
numbers are in the collections of other institutions. Two sizes 
are known, 70 mm (approximately), as here, and 5 inches. 
The American Numismatic Society has 39 examples, most a 
donation from Mark Eidlitz in 1940. Eidlitz, the noted architect, 
was one of the most accomplished medal collectors of his day, 





and his statue within the ANS certainly explains why he was one 
of the few who could prevail on Sawyer to sell him these pieces. 
A pledge for future donation to the ANS may have been part of 
the agreement. 


The medals have been known to so few over the years that Dick 
Johnson, who curated the issues of Medallic Art Company as 
a full time position, wrote in 2010 that all examples were in 
museums. The medals were published circa 1912-1913 by the 
Smithsonian, in The Numismatist and elsewhere, but few were 
in public hands. However, an example from Sawyer’s series 
was recently offered on eBay (for $6,500). Bonhams sale of 
June 5, 2017, had two examples (including a Sunka), estimated 
$3,000 to $5,000, and each sold for $2,574. Heritages sale of 
June 2018 featured 18 Sawyer medals, the majority of which 
realized between $3,360 to $7,800. It is believed they had been 
kept together until the 2010s. They were 5-inch examples, and 
mostly well preserved. Although the majority of Sawyer medals 
in private hands are 5-inch examples, those in institutional 
collections are mainly the 70 mm version, as here. 


A set of nine 70 mm pieces was exhibited at the 2018 ANA 
Convention, and another 70 mm example is in a private 
collection in Massachusetts (recently acquired), raising the 
census of privately owned examples to 13. The set exhibited at 
the 2018 ANA Convention had been acquired decades ago and 
kept together until the widow of the collector sold them that 
year. The present medal is from that set, and its offering in this 
sale represents a rare bidding opportunity for the advanced 
collector to acquire an example of this beautiful, rare, yet often 
overlooked representation of early 20th century American 
medallic art.

By Daniel Chester French 
and Augustus Lukeman. Cast Bronze. Miller-35, Baxter-245, 
Marqusee-177. MS-65 (NGC). 76 mm. Handsome golden-brown 
patina to overall smooth, visually appealing surfaces. One of only 
76 examples cast in bronze by Medallic Art Co., per Scott H. Miller 
(Medallic Art of the American Numismatic Society, 1865-2014, 2015), 
and quite rare, as such. 


Daniel Chester French is likely among the “top 5” among American 
sculptors. His most widely known work is the Lincoln Memorial in 
the nation’s capital. His medallic output is, in its quality, consistent 
with his reputation. In art circles, this is his most admired work, not 





merely for its objective grace and beauty, but also because it is cast. It 
stands with the 1889 Saint-Gaudens Washington medal, also cast, as 
a rare American production with a Renaissance embodiment. 


Medallic Art Company issued 2,000 bronze examples of this design, 
yet struck (as opposed to cast) and in smaller 38 mm format; these 
are cataloged in the so-called dollar series as HK-667. The large cast 
medal, offered here, is the actual ANS issue. We sold two examples, 
both ex Geraldine Rockefeller Dodge Collection, in our June 2012 
Baltimore Auction for $1,527.50 and $1,410. With the passing of 
years, and the appearance of Scott Miller’s outstanding reference on 
ANS medals, the popularity of these pieces has increased markedly.

The reverse design, used on several other issues, is one of the more 
popular in this series and shows the First Philadelphia Mint after 
the Edwin Lamasure painting commissioned by Frank Stewart. The 


Julian-Keusch reference states that 25 bronze medals were ordered 
for the 1929 Assay Commission meeting in 1929, all of which were 
delivered nine days later. Although the Rarity-4 rating does not 
suggest great rarity, this is only our third offering for JK AC-73 since 
our (Stack’s) November 2008 sale of the fabulous Keusch Collection. 
The present example is far finer than the one offered as lot 232 in our 
March 2020 Auction, and it is sure to see spirited among specialists.

The following is from the December 1900 issue of monthly 
bankers periodical “Dicker man’s United States Treasury 
Counterfeit Detector ‘REFERENDUM’ Dollars? — A Victor, 
Col., dispatch to the Denver Evening Post says: 


‘A unique enterprise has been established in Victor by Joseph 
Lesher, a Colorado pioneer and silver mine owner. He has procured 
a die, laid in a supply of silver bullion, and manufactured several 
silver coins, each containing one ounce of pure silver. He calls 
his coins ‘referendum dollars, because they are to be referred to 











the people for acceptance or rejection. Mr. Lesher proposes to 
demonstrate that the ‘intrinsic value’ theory is a delusion and a 
snare. His silver at the present quotation costs him 65 cents per 
ounce, the expense of coining is 15 cents — 80 cents in all, but he 
values his dollars at $1.25, and intends to keep them above par. 
Although he is confident that the silver alone is really worth $1.29 
an ounce, he admits that other people may be prejudiced: therefore 
he promises to pay $1.25 in United States money on demand for 
each ‘referendum dollar.” 


HK-787 was the first type of Lesher dollar issued, and a mere 
100 were struck and distributed. Of those Wilde's survey 
recorded 46 examples of this type, and most are in lower grades 
than seen here. This one is engraved with the number 82 near 
the lower reverse border. A great way to start collecting these 
popular pieces is to obtain both rarity and high grade, and this 
one certainly has both.

Joseph Dixon (1799 -1869) was a well known American inventor, 
best known for inventing the graphite pencil in 1826, but also for his 
improvements in many areas, including photography, steam engines, 
the printing of secure documents like banknotes, and especially for 
numerous advancements in the production of steel. His company 
lives on today as the Dixon Ticonderoga Company, named after 
the inventor and the brand name of his most famous product, the 
Ticonderoga Pencil. (Total: 6 medals)

Hart Benton of Missouri, it was rejected by Mint Director Robert 
Maskell Patterson in 1838.

The popular Rhode Island Ship medals continue to fascinate 
and baffle numismatists. They are believed to have been struck 
around 1780, though by whom and for what reason remains 
unclear. The reverse of the medal depicts the Continental Army's 
withdrawal from Aquidneck Island in August 1778 surrounded 
by the British fleet commanded by Admiral Lord Richard Howe. 
The Americans’ retreat was necessitated by the withdrawal of a 
covering French fleet under the Comte D’Estaing to Newport 
after receiving considerable damage in a storm. The obverse has 
been the subject of debate as to what it portrays. For generations, 
it has been assumed that it is a satirical representation of 
Lord Howe's flagship fleeing Narragansett Bay in 1779, an 
interpretation in part based on the earliest versions of this 
medal bearing the word VLUGTENDE (“fleeing”) underneath 
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Howes ship. The most recent scholarship asserts that instead of 
a pro-American medal, it is actually a British medal intended 
for the Dutch market, or even an entirely Dutch product created 
to help garner support to the British cause in the global war 
for empire that raged throughout the 1770s and 1780s and of 
which the American Revolution was only a small part. With this 
current interpretation of the medal, it would appear that if it was 
intended to influence Dutch feelings towards a more pro-British 
position, it failed in its purpose. Often at loggerheads with each 
other, British and Dutch relations were very tense, culminating 
in December 1780 when the Dutch joined other European 
nations in the League of Armed Neutrality. The League was 
established as a counter to the British Royal Navy's policy of 
intercepting neutral shipping in search of French supplies. 


Rhode Island Ship medals with VLUGTENDE are of the highest 
rarity, often with decades between auction appearances. The 
transitional type with VLUGTENDE removed, and the later 
modified die with the wreath, offered here, are of roughly 
similar rarity with most examples in the VF to AU grade range. 
Mint State specimens are notable rarities, which fact confirms 
the significance of this offering for the advanced collector.

Details. An historically important specimen of this significant 
early American rarity. Smooth and attractive light silver-gray 
with faint iridescent toning, developed over a century and a half 
in various cabinets. Better struck than many of these, denticles 
visible over APOLIS on the obverse, reverse ideally centered. 
The axial alignment has left all of this coin struck up; many 
specimens show VF detail on one side and VG detail on the 
other. Some very faint planchet striations visible on the obverse, 
a few little contact marks on that side. Reverse shows a pin 
scratch from below the date across the cuff of the left shaking 
hand. Plugged and re-engraved at the star between SIX and 
PENCE (IS on the other side), accomplished before 1882 as this 
plug is visible in the Bushnell plate from that year. The initial T 
(for Thomas) is as bold as ever seen at one point of the reverse 
cross; S (for Sparrow) about half visible at the opposite but a bit 
soft at top. Despite its flaws, the visual appeal is excellent. It is 
telling that Charles Ira Bushnell, who started collecting before 
1850, was never able to find a better Chalmers sixpence than 
this one. The same could be said for Joseph Mickley, who was 
collecting as early as 1841, when this coin was nearly as old 
as a Wartime Jefferson nickel is now! Breen used the Bushnell 
plate as the source for an image of this coin; apparently no more 
recent appearances could be found when he compiled the book 
in the 1980s. The sharpness is excellent, the color is nice, and 


the provenance is positively unable to be surpassed. While not 
perfect, this piece will also not command the mid five-figure 
price of an unflawed piece in similar grade. 


In the 1882 Bushnell sale, this piece was described as “Fine for 
this piece, but has been plugged between SIX and pence, and 
then engraved. Extremely rare.’ Henry Chapman had a chance 
to describe the coin again four decades later in the 1921 Jenks 
sale: “Very Good. Has been holed at I of ANNAPOLIS and filled 
in and re-engraved on the I and also star on rev. Extremely 
rare. W. Elliot Woodward did not mention the plug in 1867, 
but named copies of that sale indicate Bushnell was the buyer 
— it is doubtful he would have bought an unplugged piece in 
1867 but then swapped for a plugged one before 1882. This leads 
to an interesting question: did Woodward not know the coin 
was plugged? Or, more likely, was he the one who had the coin 
plugged before he offered the Mickley Collection (which he had 
bought outright) at auction?

Ephraim Brasher is one of the most famous early American 
coiners, but one that really cant be represented in most 
collections by way of an actual coin-even the most valuable 
early American collection ever sold, that of D. Brent Pogue, was 
missing the type, though we know that Mr. Pogue desired one. 
Some collectors represent Brasher by one of his rare regulated 
gold coins, but most collectors are forced by both rarity and 
price to own a Brasher by way of one of his handcrafted silver 
pieces, typically a teaspoon. We have handled several of these, 
but a piece like this stands out as special, for it displays a different 
degree of his craft and his skill. Brasher’s larger silver pieces have 
long been prized as showpieces for early American collectors. 
They are truly museum worthy works.

With the Articles of Confederation reserving coinage rights 
for the individual states, in early 1787 several petitions reached 
the Legislature in New York seeking approval to issue copper 
coins.

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against authorizing a new coinage and instead opted to regulate 
the copper coins already in circulation. Even so, several 
unauthorized copper issues made their appearance in the state, 
primarily from the private mint known as Machin’s Mills, 
located at the outlet of Orange Pond near Newburgh, and those 
enterprises operated by John Bailey and Ephraim Brasher in and 
near New York City. The Nova Eborac and Excelsior pieces are 
attributed to Bailey and Brasher, although beyond that little is 
known either of their overall coinage operations or the specifics 
of these issues. The Excelsior pieces are far rarer than their Nova 
Eborac counterparts. Most survivors of the W-5785 type offered 
here are heavily circulated and of poor surface quality. This is 
certainly an above average example and worthy of a strong bid.

up with this one. Ford did note that Mrs. Norweb owned a 
“VG, corroded” specimen, but no such coin ever turned up in 
the Norweb sales. Did Mrs. Norweb spin it off to Ted Craige 
via their mutual favorite dealer Richard Picker in the hopes 
of getting a better one someday? Or did Ford simply see one 
somewhere and misremember where he saw it? Ford's own piece 
sold for just $63,250 in 2004, a seeming bargain considering 
Garrett's brought $21,000 hammer in 1979. Either Garrett's or 
Ford’s would be a six-figure coin today. This one represents a 
somewhat different price point that should be very attractive to 
most collectors who seek an example of this famous rarity. Mr.

Struck off center to 1 oclock on the obverse, 
there is pronounced denticulation along the lower left border 
on that side, none elsewhere, the right border flush to the tops 
of the letters in AUCTORI.

The lettering along the upper borders on both sides runs to 
or off the flan, as do several letters in the word PUBLICA on the 
obverse, but all major design elements are discernible and the overall 
detail is bold for the assigned grade. There is plenty of good gloss on 
both sides, the surfaces hard, tight and free of the significant planchet 
defects that often plague Landscape Vermonts. We note only wispy 
handling marks, and a shallow curved planchet clip at 1 oclock on 
the reverse that is as made. As noted in the 1993 reference The Copper 
Coins of Vermont by Tony Carlotto, “A nice tan problem free piece is 
scarce, not rare. They exist in a reasonable amount and command 
a premium.’ RR-2 is actually the most plentiful of the 1785-dated 
varieties in the Vermont copper series, and this attractive mid-grade 
example would do equally well in a type set or specialized variety 
collection. 


RR-2 is one of two die pairings in this series that correspond to the 
VERMONTS Guide Book variety. It is not known whether RR-2 or 
RR-3 was the first Vermont copper variety produced, but both were 
struck from dies engraved by William H. Coley. Along with Elias 
Jackson and Daniel Van Voorhis (the latter a well known New York 





City silversmith), Coley was a partner of Reuben Harmon, Jr. in the 
Vermont coinage enterprise. Since Coley was still living in New York 
City in 1785, where he had resided since July of 1783, Carlotto and 
Christopher R. McDowell suggest that all three 1785-dated Vermont 
copper varieties (RR-2 VERMONTS, RR-3 VERMONTS, and RR-4 
VERMONTIS) may have been struck there. Bowers (2018), however, 
points to the crudeness of the planchets as evidence that these 
varieties were produced at Harmons first mint location in Rupert, 
Vermont. Indeed, most Landscape varieties in the Vermont copper 
series are plagued by striations and other planchet defects, which 
Carlotto attributes to the “re-melting and rolling process.’ Regardless 
of where they were made, the two VERMONTS varieties were almost 
certainly the first produced in the Vermont copper series. Carlotto 
reports a wide weight range of 90 to 140 grains among survivors from 
the RR-2 dies, which is below the authorized weight standard of 160 
grains as originally specified in Harmonss contract with the General 
Assembly. This was eventually reduced to 111 grains to enable 
Harmon to produce the coins at a profit.

The strike is 
a bit inconsistent, as nearly always seen, with the word PUBLICA 
much bolder than VERMONTS, though the letters NTS are nice and 
clear. On the reverse, the word DECIMA is mostly obscured, through 
STELLA QUARTA is crisp. The centers are bold on both sides, though 
the prominent die break at the base of the obverse affects the plow 
and the area above. The date is bold, as is the all-seeing eye. A couple 





of insignificant planchet fissures are seen in the area of soft striking 
at the word DECIMA.

Offered is an example of what is often 
referred to as the most beautiful coin or token issued for colonial 
America. An expertly produced Choice Proof, both sides exhibit 
intricate detail throughout the design. The obverse is warmly 
toned in iridescent steel-gray, the reverse with undertones of 
powder blue and reddish-apricot to dominant golden-gray. 
Direct lighting calls forth bold reflective qualities from the fields, 
which features contrast nicely with the more satiny texture to 
the design elements. Wispy hairlines do little more than define 
the grade, leaving it to a shallow graze in the upper left obverse 
field to serve as useful provenance marker. 


While never intended to circulate in America, this piece has a 
profound story to tell about American immigration in the post- 
Revolutionary period. Philip Parry Price Myddelton controlled 
a large piece of real estate in Kentucky but, while attempting to 
people it with useful tradesmen interested in emigrating from 
England, ran afoul of a British law meant to stop the exporting of 
valuable laborers. The project ended, but not before the dies for 
Myddelton’s tokens, executed by Conrad Kuchler at Boulton and 
Watt, had been executed. The tokens became popular among the 
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collectors of the day, and most were preserved in contemporary 
British cabinets. 


The obverse motif depicts allegorical figures: Hope presenting 
two small children “genii” to Liberty. We note that both women 
have remarkably masculine faces, and Hope's face appears to 
have been modeled after King George III. The face of Liberty is 
possibly that of Henry Laurens (1724 to 1792) who was a one- 
time president of the Continental Congress, charged with treason 
by the British government, and held prisoner in the Tower of 
London after capture at sea during the War for Independence 
(he is said to be the only American ever held there). As Hope 
is depicted as bowing toward an upright Liberty, by inference 
we seem to have the King of England bowing before an accused 
traitor — Henry Laurens — an image that may well have been 
regarded as seditious at the time, if anyone had noticed. Fewer 
than 20 silver specimens exist today. Most are pretty nice, 
though few are as richly original as this one.

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CIRCULATING CONTEMPORARY COUNTERFEIT WORLD COINS

Dollar. Type of Dav-485, Delm-832. Extremely Fine. 414.2 grains. 
Lion dollars were important trade coins in the 17th and 18th century, 
and we have seen the very occasional contemporary cast counterfeit, 
though other than the various European and Middle Eastern 
imitations that coopt the design of the lion dollar, we have not yet 
encountered a straight struck counterfeit of any sort. Delmonte lists 
1680, 1683-85, and 1687 for the genuine Holland issue, calls it rare 
and does not plate it. The fabric of this coin is wholly unlike the 
average lion dollar of the 1570s through 1650s — its surfaces are 


perfectly flat rather than uneven, the planchet is perfectly round 
and not with the usual angular or out-of-round feel, the designs 
seem more refined, and the lettering is from a very regular and thin 
typeface. This coin is either one of the very rare genuine lion dollars of 
this issue, or more likely a contemporary counterfeit of the late 18th 
or early 19th century. Although silvery in appearance, the coin may 
be a fourree or even made of German silver, and the few spots of red 
corrosion at the peripheries could be indicative of either possibility. 
A fascinating coin that is lustrous but flatly struck and that will prove 
a happy research challenge to its new owner.

The real reason for the scarcity of this date, however, is 
the Mint’s wholesale redemption and melting of examples beginning 
in 1871. These redeemed coins had been stockpiled in bank reserves 
due to low commercial demand. In order to reduce the number of 
coins in circulation to a level that was more consistent with actual 
demand, the Act of March 3, 1871, required the Treasury to redeem 
all minor coinage in lots of no less than $20. The law made clear that 
the redeemed coins were not to be replaced, new coinage limited to 
meeting actual demand. This stipulation explains the relatively low 
mintages for circulation strike cents from 1871 through 1879. During 
the same nine-year period, the Mint redeemed and melted more than 
31,000,000 copper-nickel cents and 55,000,000 bronze cents. The 
present example was not only fortunate to escape destruction, but it 
has come down to the present day with virtually pristine surfaces that 
are as bright and fresh as the day it was struck.

With just 852,500 pieces produced, the 1877 has the lowest mintage 
among circulation strike Indian cents after only the final year 1909- 
S (309,000 struck). The 1877 is rarer than the 1909-S in all grades, 
however, because it was made during an era in which most collectors 
were content to obtain a Proof example. As a result, circulation strike 
1877 cents were generally overlooked in their day, most finding their 
way into commercial channels, which generally meant several years of 
recycling between the Mint and banks. This recycling actually explains 
the low mintage for the circulation strike 1877. 


Although popular during the Civil War and early Reconstruction eras 
when silver and gold coins had disappeared from circulation in the 
East and Midwest, by the 1870s large quantities of bronze cents had 
begun to accumulate in banks as public demand for them waned. 
Through the Act of March 3, 1871 Congress authorized the Mint to 
redeem these bronze cents (along with copper and nickel coins), melt 
them, and use the metal retrieved to strike new coins. In 1874 the 
Mint modified this practice by simply reissuing the redeemed coins 
alongside whatever newly struck examples were required to meet 
demand. In 1877, a depression year, the Philadelphia Mint redeemed 
an unusually large number of bronze cents — 9,908,148 coins (per Rick 
Snow, 2014) — and reissued 9,821,500 coins, largely meeting demand. 
Relatively few new coins were required, explaining the limited mintage 
for the circulation strike 1877 Indian cent.

Sculptor and medalist 
Victor David Brenner had designed some medals for Roosevelt in 1908 
and also created a bronze plaque featuring the now familiar profile of 
Lincoln. Brenner suggested to Roosevelt that the cent would be an 
excellent choice to commemorate Lincoln, especially since Longacre’s 
Indian design was half a century old by that time. Brenner modified the 
bust from his plaque for the obverse and placed a pair of durum wheat 
stalks on the reverse surrounding the denomination, a simple but 
very distinctive design. Brenner placed his initials at the very bottom 
on the reverse, a decision that would come to be controversial. With 
some modifications, by late May models were prepared for approval 
by newly inaugurated President William H. Taft with the final version 
approved by Secretary of the Treasury Franklin MacVeagh on July 14, 
for an August 2 release date. The Philadelphia Mint had a head start 
on production of the new coins, while San Francisco did not receive 
the dies until late June. Long lines formed for the new coins and they 
quickly proved to be a hit with the public. Almost immediately the 
initials on the reverse prompted questions and soon their seemingly 
prominent placement proved to be too much; within days new dies 
were prepared with the initials removed entirely. 


While the Philadelphia Mint had already produced nearly 28 million 
coins ahead of the release date, the San Francisco facility had only 
struck 484,000 examples before the initials were removed. Instantly 
the San Francisco Mint coins were recognized as rarities and quickly 
absorbed into numismatic hands with premiums charged for the pieces. 
Most managed to escape heavy circulation and thus exist in overall 
high grades, including Mint State. Despite this, many Uncirculated 
coins were mishandled or stored improperly, thus three times as 
many examples are in the Brown category as there are in Red Brown. 
Above MS-65, the 1909-S V.D.B. becomes conditionally challenging, 
making premium Gem specimens such as this especially desired by 
numismatists seeking the highest quality.

While there was no concerted effort to recall the 
original coins, many in the public thought the opposite and assumed 
that they would become quite rare. Many thousands were saved, with 
a good number in high grade. This issue is quite available in Choice 
Mint State and even in MS-65 and MS-66, at the Superb Gem level 
examples are prohibitively rare with none found above MS-67+.

As with 
earlier issues in the Liberty Seated dollar series, most of the 415,000- 
coin circulation strike mintage for the 1870 was exported, chiefly 
to China, but also to other destinations such as Bombay, India. 
Virtually all exported examples were destroyed through melting. The 
1870, however, is among the more readily obtainable issues in this 
challenging series and, indeed, it is the first of the type produced since 
the 1840s for which a significant number of coins remained within the 
United States. These coins were paid out to bullion depositors at the 
time of issue and, since they were worth a premium over face value, 
probably saw little in the way of active circulation. Even so, Mint State 
1870 silver dollars are scarce at all levels, especially relative to demand 
from today’s high grade type collectors and silver dollar enthusiasts.

After a six year hiatus, the silver dollar 
resumed production at all three mints in 1934 for a brief two-year 
run before the denomination would be suspended again, this time 
effectively permanently. The San Francisco Mint coined 1,011,000 
silver dollars in 1934 and many of these coins went directly into 
circulation in the West where the denomination was not as unfamiliar 
in daily use as it was in the East. 


For many years, the 1934-S went largely ignored by much of the 
numismatic world and was considered just an “ordinary” Peace 
dollar through much of the 1940s and 1950s. They could be bought 
in quantity for face value plus shipping expenses, though not in bag 
quantities, under the presumed impression that bags of the issue 
still lie in wait at the San Francisco Mint and local banks. Once the 
Treasury Department started paying out silver dollars in bulk, the true 
rarity of the 1934-S was realized. No more than a couple thousand 
examples were ultimately released and soon the coin was listed as a 
desirable key date, a status it retains to this day. The 1934-S is not 
the rarest Peace dollar at the MS-65 level - the 1923-S, 1924-S, and 
1928-S are scarcer - but it is the rarest in terms of total number of 
Uncirculated coins extant.

Since its introduction in 1795, the half eagle became a popular larger 
denomination coin in commercial use. Production was maintained at 
a fairly consistent rate beginning in 1797, despite the frequent yellow 
fever outbreaks for which Philadelphia was well known. During these 
outbreaks, coinage operations were interrupted often for months at a 
time, compelling Mint personnel to employ some novel die pairings 
using whatever was on hand at the time in order to meet demand. The 
die pairs employed in 1798 used reverses that have been the subject of 
study for decades. Both the obverse and reverse dies employed for the 
BD-4 combination suffered from clashing early in their service lives. 
The obverse die began to crack, while the reverse — used only for this 
pairing — suffered from cuds and cracks. While trying to maintain 
their usefulness as long as possible, both dies were lapped, but even 
this could not prevent them from failing completely (seemingly not 
long after the present specimen was struck). Out of the reported 
mintage of 24,867 half eagles, between 5,000 and 7,000 coins were 
struck from this die pair before failure, making this the most available 
of all the 1798-dated half eagle varieties, and all pre-1800 half eagles in 
general. The BD-4 is far from common in an absolute sense, of course, 
due in no small measure to the rampant speculation and meltings 
of the 1820s.

There are no 
singularly distracting abrasions, a rare attribute in a lightly circulated 
C-Mint gold coin. The Charlotte Mint half eagle series passed into 
history in 1861 with a mintage of just 6,879 pieces. Of this total, 887 
pieces are believed to have been struck in May of that year under the 
authority of the Confederate States of America. A middle die state 
example, the present coin was likely struck while the facility remained 
under federal control, although there is no way of knowing for sure.

Sharply defined 
overall, bright medium gold surfaces retain traces of a prooflike 
finish in the fields that are discernible to the persistent viewer. The 
perennially popular 1850-O is the premier double eagle from the 
Louisiana branch mint. A mintage of 141,000 pieces for this issue is 
considerably lower than the 1,170,261-coin mintage reported for the 
Philadelphia Mint’s circulation strike delivery of the year. This began 
a trend that would continue throughout the early New Orleans Mint 
double eagle series of 1850 to 1861. While the vast quantities of gold 
that flowed east from California provided the bullion for double eagle 
coinage at both the Philadelphia and New Orleans mints, the majority 
of this precious metal found its way to the Northeast rather than the 
Deep South. 
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The 1850-O is one of the more challenging early date New Orleans 
Mint double eagles to collect. Survivors are rarer than those of the 
1851-O and 1852-O issues, and most are well worn in grades such as 
VF or EF As with the Philadelphia Mint's issue of 1850, the 1850-O 
saw extensive use in domestic circulation, primarily in regions west 
of the Mississippi River where gold coins were a preferred medium of 
exchange. Other examples were exported, primarily to London, where 
they were eventually melted. With its first year status resulting in 
particularly strong demand among mintmarked gold type collectors 
and New Orleans Mint enthusiasts, this more affordable AU 1850-O 
double eagle is sure to find many willing buyers.

Handsome honey-gold surfaces retain ample evidence of a sharply 
executed strike. The New Orleans Mint was the only Southern mint to 
produce the double eagle and only did so in modest quantities using 
gold provided from the vast California gold fields. 190,000 examples 
of the denomination were struck there in 1852, making it the second 
largest mintage figure for an O-Mint double eagle. These coins saw 
use throughout the South and the Atlantic Seaboard and seem to have 
only infrequently been shipped abroad in the course of international 
trade. One of the most available of all the New Orleans double eagles, 
the 1852-O can still be a challenge for the discerning specialist. 
Estimates vary on the number of surviving specimens, most likely in 
the 400 to 600 piece range, almost all of which in mid-level circulated 
states of preservation. No vast quantities have so far been found in 
repatriated hoards, though several have appeared from such holdings. 
A few have been found in the S.S. Central America and S.S. Republic 
treasures, but these have not substantially augmented the supply.

speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by Stacks 
Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public or private 
sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebted- 
ness, plus all accrued charges, and Stack’s Bowers may charge a seller's commission 
that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at the option 
of Stack’s Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reason- 
able cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, including reasonable 
attorney's fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the 
sale shall be by U.S.PS. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the address uti- 
lized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last 
known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction 
of any damages occasioned by Buyer's breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to 
Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, carrying 
charges, the expenses of both sales, seller's fees, reasonable attorneys fees, costs, col- 
lection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred.
